Yoliee Gonzalez came to Capelli Court from Orpheum in 
Pasadena, bringing several of her clients with her. Blonde and 
easygoing, Yoliee says, “I don’t like to rush through any¬ 
thing.” While otlier salons give only cursory massages, she 
allows extra time to massage her clients’ pressure points be¬ 
fore moving on to her expert manicures and pedicures. 

“People are on their feet all day, they’re achy... I believe a 
really good massage is a good way to make a client feel bet- effect, 
ter about themselves.” She mentions one client who does a 
great deal of computer work, resulting in sore arms and hands. 

Yoliee’s attention to massage helped loosen the woman’s 
hands and improved her attitude. 

Working at Capelli is a positive, enjoyable experience, 
according to Yoliee. Unlike some other salons, “It’s not stress¬ 
ful here, people are in a really good mood. Everybody does 
their part and works as a team.” With the San Gabriel Moun¬ 
tains looming just beyond Capelli’s wide front windows, the 
peace and beauty of Sierra Madre contribute to the upbeat en¬ 
vironment. 

A manicure with Yoliee takes about 30 minutes, a pedi¬ 
cure approximately an hour. Yoliee works at Capelli Tues¬ 
day through Friday. When she isn’t massaging and painting 
toes or volunteering to help her coworkers, she keeps busy at 
home with her husband and two children, ages 7 and 2. 

Roxanne Chacon is Capelli Court’s new aesthetician. A vi¬ 
vacious brunette, she was studying to become a paramedic 
makeup artist when she detoured into skin care. Roxanne says, 

“I found my calling—I love this.” 

Before arriving at Capelli, Roxanne worked at small sa¬ 
lons in West L A. and Alhambra. “1 really love doing the fa¬ 
cials,” she comments, explaining that she herself has suffered 
from cystical acne and thus takes the skin consultation ses¬ 
sions more seriously. She also handles waxing, brow and 
eyelash tinting and makeup ai^lications.

“I do have a machine, 
with the brushes, but I really like to use my hands. I’ve al¬ 
ways been a touchy-feely type of person,” she smiles, “so now 
I have an excuse!” Facials last for one-and-a-half to two hours. 

Bom and raised in Rosemead, Roxanne clearly enjoys 
Sierra Madre (“Everybody is so friendly I”) and looks forward 
to seeing her clients. When not working, she likes to spend 
time with her dog, a half-Sharpei/half-Pekingese mix she in¬ 
herited from a former client stricken with cancer. But, she 
adds. “They have to kick me out. I love hanging out here!” 

Like her colleagues, Kelly Aronson uses a variety of tech¬ 
niques to release the stress tiappeti in the body. After attend¬ 
ing California Healing Arts in Santo Monica, she developed

At 2:43 a.m. on Wednesday, 
July 26, an Arcadia Police of¬ 
ficer on patrol entered the park¬ 
ing lot of the Alpha Beta shop¬ 
ping center at 140 E. Duarte Rd., 
where he observed a passenger 
car parked in a driving lane, oc¬ 
cupied by a male, black subject. 
As the officer left his patrol car 
to investigate, a second male 
black subject broke through a 
window out of the Alpha Beta 
market and ran to the passenger 
car. 

The second man entered the 
car on the driver’s side and tried 
to accelerate the vehicle into the 
direction of the police officer.

The passenger was taken into 
custody by the police immedi¬ 
ately, however, the driver fled 
into the bushes near the offramp. 
With the assistance of an El 
Monte Police K-9 and handler, 
the driver was soon located in 
bushes approximately 20 feet 
from the vehicle, and was taken 
into custody without incident. 

The two suspects ate identi¬ 
fied as William Hillard, age 34 
of Altadena, and Stanley Lester, 
age 42 of Altadena.

Last week, 1 ended my CilyScene discussion with Peter 
Kinnahan, economic development administrator, at the point 
of the recession in 1990-91. 

With the current economy turning around, interest rates 
lower and some successes in the area, the revitalization pro¬ 
cess is moving forward again. We now have renewed inter¬ 
est in our vacant land areas. 

One such project is the Outback Steakhouse. They are a 
very large firm based in Tampa, Florida. It is a “dinner only” 
restaurant with an Australian theme, coming to Arcadia at the 
comer of Second and Huntington. 

I asked Kinnahan to give a summary of the process. “We 
showed them the southwest comer,” he replied. “They ex¬ 
pressed an interest; we took it to the Redevelopment Agency. 

They said, ‘yes, let’s proceed.’ That was last Fall. The pre¬ 
liminaries of checking zoning regulations, setback require¬ 
ments and all that kind of thing began. There were some un¬ 
fortunate problems with the site: the bulk of the restaurants 
are on the other side of the bridge, it’s kind of a narrow prop¬ 
erty, It is not very deep, it backs up to residential, there is a 
median in the street which means traffic accessibility from one 
direction is difficult, and there is a railroad track which means 
trains go rumbling by. So, all those things kind of diminished 
the value of the site to them. Yet they still wanted to be in 
Arcadia and they wanted to be downtown. 

“Then they heard about the Downtown 2000 Project, where 
we are totally levitolizing downtown. That, I think, helped to 
tip the balance. The result was that we developed a Disposi¬ 
tion of Development Agreement in December. We began to 
negotiate that formally in January, went through February, 

March, April and May. Takes a while to boil out the business 
terms. We got that basically put together in May on a very tight 
schedule because they wanted to open by December of this 
year. 

‘This meant that while we were negotiating this deal (noth¬ 
ing is final until the deal is approved after an Environment^ 

Impact Report and a public hearing), they were doing their 
building plans. We told them that was a bit risky for them, that 
we would cooperate but we couldn t make any commitment 
until the public bearing. They continued to prepare, submit and 
review their plans. We got to the DDA public hearing the 
second week in June. Everything indicated it was not a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the environment. The document was ap¬ 
proved by the Agency and the City Council and it is out now 
for signature. We expect it back imminently. 

“The building process is going through. We hope and be¬ 
lieve they will probably be in a position to draw building per¬ 
mits the end of July. The lease of the land will start immedi- 
aldy when ttie open. They will be constructing under a license 
agreement for about four months. If they start in August, 
thay’U be done in November. They want to be finished ber 
fore the holidays, clearly. 

“We are very excited about it. It puts a property back on 
the tax rolls, it brings new business to downtown, it will gen¬ 
erate sales tax to the city, bring employment to downtown and 
it will be finished right about the same time as the Downtown 
2000 Project. So, that is kind of a quick summary.”

Having spent more than 
twenty years around the race¬ 
track, I’ve had the unique 
experience of mingling with, 
and interviewing, a wide va¬ 
riety of racetrack personali¬ 
ties, among them, jockeys, 
trainers, owners...even celeb¬ 
rities from the world of enter¬ 
tainment. 

I cannot think of another 
gatheing place of human be¬ 
ings on the face of this earth 
that can - and does - attract 
such an unbelievably wide 
and vari ;d assortment of 
characters, at once, humor¬ 
ous, tragic, bizarre, 
hysterical...yes, even normal, 
such as it is. There is no room 
for exaggeration when it 
comes to the conglomeration 
of human diversity that 
makes up the “racetrack cul¬ 
ture,” a world within a world. 

Everyone knows Tim 
Conway. He is, without a 
doubt, one of the funniest 
comdedians of all time, even 
without a formal audience. 
Tim cannot, in the course of 
a simple everyday conversa¬ 
tion, put together two sen¬ 
tences without making some¬ 
one laugh. 

“1 guess I was not all that

Coffeehouse 
in the Canyon

There are new sounds in town, and they’re drifting down 
from the canyon—specifically, from the Nature Friends cof¬ 
feehouse. 

Tiic Nature ri'iciiusciunhousc I1a.^ ivcit iii uic Sierra .\iauie 
canyon since 1928, according to Phil Spinelli, but very people 
in Sierra Madre are familiar with either the clubhouse or its 
denizens. Spinelli has been a member of Nature Friends since 
1986, and it was his idea to start a once-a-month coffeehouse 
there. “There’s live music throughout the evening,” he ex¬ 
plained. “The main purpose of the coffeehouse is to have a 
place for our neighbors to come and relax on a Sunday and to 
get to know Nature Friends. 

“It’s on a little, tiny street called Yucca Trail, which is off 
of Woodland. The clubhouse was originally built in 1928. It’s 
part of an international organization called Nature Friends that 
was started in Bavaria in the late 1800s. It’s a hiking and en¬ 
vironmental club. The original purpose was for working 
people to have a place to go out in the countryside, because 
in the 1800s in western Europe, if you weren’t wealthy enough 
to stay in a country lodge, there was no place to go. So a small 
group of people got together and found a place in the moun¬ 
tains and built a cabin that they could all share. And that was 
the beginning of a network that is now over 1,000 clubs all 
over the world. There are three branches in the U.S., all on 
the west coast—Los Angeles, Oakland, San Francisco, and 
Portland.” The Los Angeles branch is comprised of the Sierra 
Madre clubhouse and a lodge halfway up San Jacinto peak in 
Idylwyld. 

The coffeehouse takes place on the first Sunday of the 
month. Hours are currently 4 to 9 p.m., but Spinelli said that 
may change to 5 to 10 p.m. “The first coffeehouse was last 
month. It was a great turnout,” he commented. “We had a full 
house. I’m very happy.” 

Reflecting the diverse and tranquil attractions of the can¬ 
yon, the music at the Nature Friends coffeehouse is an intrigu¬ 
ing mixture. “It’s generally what we call acoustic,” Spinelli 
explained. “For example, on Aug. 6 we’ll have a soft jazz duo.

The light come up to revael a study, sontewhat distorted 
in perspective, and an elderly bearded man sitting in a com¬ 
fortable chair. Is he asleep or in meditation? The quiet con¬ 
tinues. The audience waits. Finally the man in the chair speaks. 
“If you are waiting for me to break the silence you will be dis¬ 
appointed”. The audience laughs, but, as it developes, this is 
the famous Dr. Sigmund Freud, and he is speaking, not to the 
audience, although there are strong indications that he is aware 
of them, but to a patient, who has disappeared during his little 
nap. 

This intriguing ambiguity continues throughout the play 
Hysteria, by Terry Johnson, now having it’s American pre¬ 
mier at the Mark Taper Forum. Ostensibly it is the story of 
Jessica, a young women who insists on seeing the tired psy¬ 
chiatrist as part of research she is doing on a former patient, 
imitating the womens symptoms until Freud recognizes them 
and accuses her of fraud. 

Freud’s own doctor, Abraham Yahuda, arrives to argue 
with his recalcitrant patient over Freud’s seeming scorn for 
religionas well as over his carelessness with his own health. 

The surrealist painter, Salvadore Dali, arrives to meet the 
man who inspired most of his work - and from then on the play 
alternates between hilarious scenes of the purest farce and 
serious discussions of Frued’s determined theory that all hys¬ 
teria, especially in women, is forgotten sexual abuse in child¬ 
hood. Remined that many of his patients comes from the fin¬ 
est families, he considers recanting a wish fulfillment theory. 
Does science or politics motivate him? In the midst puzzle¬ 
ment. the extravegant Dali seems a highlight of comprehen¬ 
sibility. Near the end of the play, Freud has a vision of his own 
tangled psyche that is fascinateing bui hardly clarifying. 

The play is highly entertaining, with never a dull moment, 
and if it’s form is amorpheous, so is it subject matter. It runs 
the gamit from extremely funny slapstick to quotable wit and 
wisdom, and the actors blend from one mood to the next with 
unbelievable ease. David Margulies is totally convincing as 
Dr. Freud. Anna Gunn is the female gadfly who povokes him. 
Richard Libertini is the colorful and outspoken Dali, and Ken¬ 
neth Mars is the conventional doctor, wandering among fan¬ 
tasies. Director Phyllina Lloyd keeps it all comprehensible - 
nearly. 

Hysteria runs at the Mark Taper Forum in the L.A Music 
Center through Sept. 3. 

According to the program, G. B. Shaw’s The Devil’s 
Deciple was originally written as an exciting melodrama to 
appeal to a lurn-of-the-century audience, but Shaw could not 
bring himself to take it seriously and it became the lively com¬ 
edy of irony and ideas that it is. 

The time is 1777 during the American Revolution. Rich¬ 
ard Dudgeon. (Jamie Angel) one of the protagonists, has 
Acquired his shocking title as a result of growing up in a New 
Hampshire ruled bv a fierce and ruthless and Puritan Gtxl. As 
a boy he decides that under the cicumstances he would rather 


live by the devils rules. 

However, he meets and comes to admire the local minis¬ 
ter, Anthony Anderson (Christopher Coddington) and his tf- 
tractive wife, (Tawny Hamilton). When the British take over 
the essentially Rebel town and wish to establish order by hang¬ 
ing a leader, they mistake Richard for Anderson and Richard 
does not enlighten them. While a Major Swindon (Stuart 
Nelson) is determined to do his duty General Burgoyne (Tom 
Shelton), a wise and cynical nobleman, becomes Shaw’s 
spokesman on the idiocies of war, rebellion and statecraft, and 
all is resolved with th esiy twist familiars to admire of Shaw’s 
comedies. The play is performed by some of thr Oxy Festival’s 
best and will reappear in the outdoor Hillside Theater on Aug.

How do you create a 
kitchen that's part command 
post, part sanctuary and still 
a convenient place for prepar- 
ing and sharing family 
meals? 

The challenge faced by 
kitchen designers and parents 
alike is how to create a space 
that’s both accessible, safe 
and comfortable for users of 
every age.

Electronic hot-water limiters 
prevent scalding. Open shelv¬ 
ing for snacks and safe uten¬ 
sils can curb young, adven¬ 
turous minds. Rounded edges 
and pull-out counters set for 


smaller bodies can make the 
kitchen user-friendly. 

While technology ad¬ 
dresses obvious concerns, the 
right kitchen for any family is 
more than a collection of wiz¬ 
ardry and gadgets, reminds 
New York designer John 
Buscarello. Comfort, maybe 
the true test of any room, es¬ 
pecially the kitchen, comes 
from the right materials. 
Buscarello likes hardwoods. 

“Woods add warmth to all 
areas of the kitchen,” he says. 
“Obviously, its durability is a 


big plus, especially around 
children. When something 
falls on wood, it may not 
break as it would on another 
surface.”

Understanding Common Ways Of Holding Title 


How should I take own¬ 
ership of the property I am 
buying? 

This important question 
is one California real prop¬ 
erty purchasers ask their 
real estate, escrow and title 
professionals every day. 
Unfortunately, though these 
professionals may identify 
the many methods of own¬ 
ing property, they may not 
recommend a specific form 
of ownership, as doing so 
would constitute practicing 
law. 

Because real property 
has become increasingly 
more valuable, the question 
of how parties take owner¬ 
ship of their property has 
gained greater importance. 
The form of ownership 
taken—the vesting of 
title—will determine who 
may sign various docu¬ 
ments involving the prop¬ 
erty and future rights of the 
parties to the transaction. 
These rights involve such 
matters as: real property 
taxes, income taxes, inher¬ 
itance and gift taxes, trans¬ 
ferability of title and expo¬ 
sure to creditor’s claims. 
Also, how title is vested can 
have significant probate im¬ 
plications in the event of 
death. 

The California Land 
Title Association (CLTA) 
advises those purchasing 
real property to give careful 
consideration to the manner 
in which title will be held. 
Buyers may wish to consult 
legal counsel to determine 
the most advantageous form 
of ownership for their par¬ 
ticular situation, especially 
in cases of multiple owners 
of a single property. 

The CLTA has provided 
the following definitions of 
common vestings as an in¬ 
formational overview. Con¬ 
sumers should not rely on 
these as legal definitions. 
The Association urges real 
property purchasers to care¬ 
fully consider their titling 
decision prior to closing, 
and to seek counsel should 
they be unfamiliar with the 
most suitable ownership 
choice for their particular 
situation. 


Common Methods Of 
Holding Titile 

SOLE OWNERSHIP 

Sole ownership may be 
described as ownership by an 
individual or other entity ca¬ 
pable of acquiring title. Ex¬ 
amples of common vestings 
in cases of sole ownership 
are: 

1. A Single Man/Woman: 

A man or woman who has 

not been legally married For 
example Bruce Buyer, a 
single man. 

2. An Unmarried Man/ 
Woman: 

A man or woman who 
was previously married and 
is now legally divorced For 
example Sally Seller, an un¬ 
married woman. 

3. A Married Man/ 
Woman as His/Her Sole and 
Separate Property: 

A married man or woman 
who wishes to acquire title in 
his or her name alone. 

The title company insur¬ 
ing title will require the 
spouse of the married man or 
woman acquiring title to spe¬ 
cifically disclaim or relin¬ 
quish his or her right, title and 
interest to the property. This 
establishes that it is the desire 
of both spouses that title to 
the property be granted to one 
spouse as that spouse’s sole 
and separate property. For 
example Bruce Buyer, a mar¬ 
ried man, as his sole and 
separate property. 

CO-OWNERSHIP 

Title to property owned by 
two or more persons may be 
vested in the following 
forms: 

1. Community Property : 

A form of vesting title to 
property owned by husband 
and wife during their mar¬ 
riage which they intend to 
own together. Community 
property is distinguished 
from separate property, 
which is property acquired 
before marriage, by separate 
gift or bequest, after legal 
separation, or which is agreed 
to be owned only by one 
spouse. 

In California, real prop¬ 
erty conveyed to a married 
man or woman is presumed 


to be community property, 
unless otherwise stated. 
Since all such property is 
owned equally, husband and 
wife must sign all agreements 
and documents of transfer. 
Under community property, 
either spouse has the right to 
dispose of one half of the 
community property, includ¬ 
ing transfers by will. Forex- 
ample: Bruce Buyer and Bar¬ 
bara Buyer, husband and wife 
as community property. 

2. Joint Tenancy 

A form of vesting title to 
property owned by two or 
more persons, who may or 
may not be married, in equal 
interest, subject to the right of 
survivorship in the surviving 
Joint tenant(s). Title must 
have been acquired at the 
same time, by the same con¬ 
veyance, and the document 
must expressly declare the 
intention to create a joint ten¬ 
ancy estate. When a joint ten¬ 
ant dies, title to the property 
is automatically conveyed by 
operation of law to the sur¬ 
viving joint tenant(s). There¬ 
fore, joint tenancy property is 
not subject to disposition by 
will. For example Bruce 
Buyer and Barbara Buyer, 
husbanrl and wife as joint ten¬ 
ants. 

3. Tenancy in Common: 

A form of vesting title to 

property owned by any two 
or more individuals in undi¬ 
vided fractional interests. 
These fractional interests 
may be unequal in quantity or 
duration and may arise at dif¬ 
ferent times. Each tenant in 
common owns a share of the 
property, is entitled to a com¬ 
parable portion of the income 
from the property and must 
bear an equivalent share of 
expenses. Each co-tenant 
may sell, lease or will to his/ 
her heir that share of the prop¬ 
erty belonging to him/her. 
For example: Bruce Buyer, a 
single man, as to an undi¬ 
vided 3/4 interest and Penny 
Purchaser, a single woman, 
as to an undivided 1/4 interest, 
as tenants in common. 

Other ways of vesting title 
include as: 

I. A Corporation*: 

A corporation is a legal 
entity, created under state 


law, consisting of one or 
more shareholders but re¬ 
garded under law as having 
an existence and personality 
separate from such share¬ 
holders. 

2. A Partnership*: 

A partnership is an asso¬ 
ciation of two or more per¬ 
sons who can carry on busi¬ 
ness for profit as co-owners, 
as governed by the Uniform 
Partnership Act. A partner¬ 
ship may hold title to real 
property in the name of the 
partnership. 

3. As Trustees of A 
Tmst*: 

A trust is an arrangement 
whereby legal title to prop¬ 
erty is transferred by the 
grantor to a person called a 
trustee, to be held and man¬ 
aged by that person for the 
benefit of the people speci¬ 
fied in the trust agreement, 
called the beneficiaries. 

4. Limited Liability Com¬ 
panies (L.L.C.) 

This form of ownership is 
a legal entity and is similar to 
both the colporation and the 
partnership. The operating 
agreement will determine 
how the L.L.C. functions and 
is taxed. 

Like the corporation its 
existence is separate from its 
owners. 

*ln cases of corporate, 
partnership, L.L.C. or trust 
ownership, the title company 
will require that it be fur¬ 


nished legal documents so 
that il may satisfy itself as to 
ownership rights of the par¬ 
ties to the transaction and any 
limitations which may exist 
on the sale, transfer or en¬ 
cumbrance of the property. 
Required diKuments may in¬ 
clude corporate articles and 
bylaws, partnership agree¬ 


ments, trust agreements and/ 
or certifications 

Remember: 

How title is vested has 
important legal conse 
quences. You may wish to 
consult an attorney to deter¬ 
mine the most advantageous 
form of ownership for your 
particular situation. 


Better Earthquake 
Protection 

Where the faults are-determining the fault risk to your prop¬ 
erty. The Sierra MAdre fault zone is one of the major geologic 
formations of the Los Angeles Basin, outlining the base of the 
San Gabriel Mountains and the Northern edge of the San 
Fernando Valley. Califonia’s first recorded earthquake in 
1769was apparently on this fault. The Sierra Madre fault zone 
starts a little Northwest of Altadena and follows San Gabriel 
Itxnhills through Sierra Madre, Monrovia, Duarte. Azusa, and 
Glendora. There it turns east where it becomes the Cucamonga 
fault, and continues along the foothills. 

The Raymond Hill fault is another short fault which 
transects the area between So. Pasadena and Monrovia, and 
finally is joins the Sierra Madr6 fault. The fault trace is in the 
general vicinity of San Marino, Temple City, Sierra Madre, 
and Arcadia. -The fault is believed to be active, but it has not 
moved (faulted) in the past 200 years. Never the less, it is 
probably capable of generating an earthquake similar to the 
1971 San Fernando; and like all of the small faults in the area, 
it presents serious hazard which must be considered in the 
design, construction and purchase of building in the area.

Q. I am in the process of painting 
my bedroom and several other 
rooms, too. The existing ceiling 
light fixture is outdated in style 
and needs to be replaced. What I 
have in mind is to install a three- 
speed ceiling fan, including a light 
fixture or globe type. 

My home is not very old, so 
therefore, I believe the electrical 
wiring is adequate to accom¬ 
modate this conversion. Can you 
advise me on how to safely install 
a ceiling fan into an ordinary light 
fixture? 

A. You are certainly correct in 
mentioning the safety factor in¬ 
volved when installing a ceiling fan 
and light fixture. These fans arc very 
modest in electricity consumption 
and are versatile all year 'round 

Although your house is not par¬ 
ticularly old, the existing wiring can 
be made to acconunodate the fan you 
purchase. If you are not at all familiar 
with electricity or don't feel safe 
with its various properties then call a 
qualified electrician. 

The primary coircem when install¬ 
ing a ceiling fan is properly support¬ 
ing its weight. The code for such an 
insullation is to mount a crosspiece 
(or bar hanger) between two joists. 
Of course, if accessibility above your 
ceiling is not possible, then a sturdy 
metal box will suffice. These fans are 
usually sold in kits and will be com¬ 
patible with the hardware enclosed 
and your coded metal box. 

Q. My backyard deck is fairly 
new and is in good structural con¬ 
dition. I treat the wood annually 
with a water sealant and always 
check for any loose boards or 
protruding nails. However, the 
problem that I'm concerned with 
is slippery steps in wet weather. Do 
you have any helpful hints on how

I also slip straws on the points of 
my small scissors and tweezers that 
I carry in my luggage or cosmetic 
bag. You may have to try different¬ 
sized straws so they will fit snugly. 
This seems so simple, but it works so 
well.

Q. I’d like to know more about 
flower frogs. 

A. Just about every pottery and 
glass company working in the 1920s 
made flower frogs. They are small 
lumps with many holes. Place the 
flower frog in a bowl, and put the 
flower stems in the holes. 

Artist Victor Schreckengost told us 
that Guy Cowan of the Cowan pot¬ 
tery received the first patent for a 
figural flower frog in the 1920s. The 
pottery made attractive “frogs" 
shaped like dancing women with 
holes around the base. Schrecken¬ 
gost said Cowan received royalties 
from the patent for many years. 

Figural flower frogs often 
resemble mushrooms, shells or even 
frogs.

Q. Wc have a 4-inch-long metal 
box shaped like a red steamer 
trunk. 'The label on top reads: 
Swee-Touch-Nee Tea, the Aris¬ 
tocrat of Tea. 

A. The Consolidated Tea Co. was 
formed in 1911 to take over the 
Columbia Tea Co. Consolidated im¬ 
ported and packaged tea, including 
the Swee-Touch-Nee brand. 

The company used various sizes of 
the figural trunk tin. Depending on 
its size, it sells for $10 to $25. Yours 
is worth $15.

Congressman David 
Drier (R-San Dimas), who 
spearheaded the House Re¬ 
publican Leadership's effort 
to defeat a resolution calling 
for termination of normal 
trade relations with China, 
applauded the overwhelm¬ 
ing House support for legis¬ 
lation calling upon the 
Clinton Administration to 
pursue a comprehensive dip¬ 
lomatic initiative to bring 
about better conduct from 
the Chinese Government in 
human rights, weapons pro¬ 
liferation. and trade policy. 
The House passage of H.R. 
2058, the China Policy Act 
of 1995, was accompanied 
by the rejection of 
H.R.Res.96, the resolution 
disapproving normal trade 
with’ China.. 

‘Today’s actions repre¬ 
sent an historic meeting of 
the minds in the House of 
Representatives regarding 
U.S. relations with China,” 
said Dreier. “The House is 
abandoning trade sanctions 
which would harm both the 
United States and the vast 
bulk of Chinese people, in¬ 
stead calling for a compre¬ 
hensive policy of engage¬ 
ment in support of economic 
and political reform in 
China”. 

“There has never been 
any questioning the fact that 
the conduct of the Chinese 
dictatorship is deplorable in 
many ways,” added Dreier. 
“However, the question be¬ 
fore the House has been 
which force is stronger to 
bring about positive change 
in that country: U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment coercion or free 
market economic forces? I 
believe that the private sec¬ 
tor economy is the most 
powerful and positive force 
for change in China this cen¬ 
tury. Today, the House con¬ 
curred that we should not 
threaten that dynamic force 
for change in China”. 

Congressman Dreier was 
asked by the Speaker of the 
House to lead an effort, 
along with Congressman 
Jim Kolbe (R-AZ)', Con¬ 
gressman Phil Crane (R-IL) 
and Congressman Doug 
Bereuter (R-NE), to rally 
House Republican support 
for a policy of engagement 
with China. This position 
prevailed with the passage
